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REMARKS 



Claims 1-63 are pending in the application, with claims 1, 8, 15, 22, 29, 36, 42, 48, 53, 
54, 56, 59 and 61 being independent. Claims 1-47 have been withdrawn from consideration. 

Claims 48-63 have been rejected as being unpatentable over Tang in view of Sloan. 

As amended, claim 48 recites heating an organic compound and separating an impurity 
contained in the organic compound in a first chamber of an apparatus, and evaporating a high- 
purity organic compound obtained by separating the impurity to form an organic compound layer 
in a second chamber of the same apparatus. 

Applicant requests reconsideration and withdrawal of the rejection of claim 48 and its 
dependent claims because neither Tang, Sloan, nor any proper combination of the two describes 
or suggests heating and separating impurities in a first chamber of an apparatus and evaporating 
in a second chamber of the same apparatus, as recited in claim 48. Instead, all of the operations 
described by Tang occur in the same reduced pressure chamber 21, while Sloan describes a zone 
refiner that would be an apparatus separate from that described by Tang. As such, the rejection 
of claim 48 and its dependent claims should be withdrawn. 

Independent claims 53, 54, 56, 59 and 61 include similar recitations. Claims 53, 54, 59 
and 61 recite purifying an organic compound by zone melting to form a purified organic 
compound in a first chamber of an apparatus, and, in a second chamber of the same apparatus, 
evaporating the purified organic compound to form a light emitting layer over an electrode 
(claim 53), to form an organic compound film over a substrate (claim 54), to form a light 
emitting layer on an electrode (claim 59), or to form an organic compound film on an electrode. 
Claim 56 recites heating an organic compound and separating an impurity contained in the 
organic compound in a first chamber, carrying a purified portion in the organic compound from 
the first chamber to a second chamber connected to the first chamber by using a carrier 
mechanism, and evaporating the purified portion in the organic compound onto a substrate in the 
second chamber. Accordingly, for the reasons discussed above with respect to claim 48, the 
rejection of claims 53, 54, 56, 59 and 61 and their dependent claims should be withdrawn.
